THE EARTHaUAKE AND TIDAL 
WAVE. 

The Effect in the South Paoific. 

Tho towns of Arioa, Iquiqiii, Pontu 
Delttbos, Isabiillon, Dc^picM, c;!iri'i|tv,ua, 
HuaTillo3, TocJopilU, Ciibijn, MijUloiiov 
Deboliva, Autofugasta niul Cli-iuurula iire 
nearly destrovcd. About GOO lives were 
lost. Tho destruotion of property is es- 
timated ut S20,O0O.00O, conliued moHtly 
to tUo coast, altboiigli the tOWQ of _ Tara- 
paoa 23 Ir-aguos inland, and the villiiRes 
of Paoamatella and Cauciliones fur ui tha 
r interior are more or loss ruinod. 1 he 
•hipping of guano from the soutLsru de- 
posiW'Will ba indoauitely snspondcd, as 
iirfabilitios in the way of cnucbc3,chi:leB, 
•wharves water coiidenaera aud buildings 
are swept away. The doatruction of and 
damage to shipping has been very great 
and was attended by very serious loss of 
life Tho Bhooks kcio very uumorous 
»nd caused immenst^ damage. Tho sua 
was suddenly oercoived to recede from 
the beach, and" a wave from ten to fifteen 
feet high rolled upon the shore, carrying 
away all before it. Eight times was re- 
peated this asfiftult of the ocean and four 
miles of ombauhment of the nulwuy molt- 
ed away liko sand. Locomotivos, cars 
and rails were hustled about like so manj 
iilavthings and left in a tumbled mass of 
rubbish. Mercliaudise from the custom 
house and etoros was carried away five 
miles distant. Tho oarthqnako liaci lovoi- 
ad the custom house, railway station, sub- 
marine cable omco, hotel, British consul- 
ate S. S. agenov and private dwellings. 
Thieves began to rob, whoii tho troops 
fired upon them, killing and wounding 

' "^louiqni, built of wood and cane, tuui- 
bled down at tho first onset. Lamps were 
broken and tho burning oil sprosding over 
the debris started a general coDflagration. 
Three companies of liremcn were instant- 
ly at their post, although it was difficult 
to maintain an npright position sbook 
after shock following with dreadful 
regularity. To piocuro water tho two 
best tiro engines were stationed at the 
beach. Just then a cry arose— "The Sea, 
The Seal" and the waves rushed in. The 
engines weto curried awny by the reflnx 
and the fire continued unopposed. 
Three elomenta of destruction wore busy 
at one moment— fire, water and the eartU- 
nuftko. The affrighted people left tho 
city to its fate, living to the neighboring 
eminences. Tbo lire destroyed a large 
portion of the town. The eaitliquuko Ict- 
eled nearly all tho rest, and the water cov- 
ered tho ruins, which it took out 
in its reflux. The water condensers along 
the shore are ruined. Au irroparablo loss 
f.f Ton^aue Ih thut no palatable water is 
found thoro. Nearly 400,000 quintals of 
nitrate at Iquiquo and adjacoiit ports of 
MoUondo anil i'isaqiia were destroyed. 
Small loss of life took place, probably ten 
persona in all. Tho ooastiug craft and 
small boats in tho harbor were broken in 
pieces. Away upon tho pampas eleven 
luiloB from Iqnique tho bplendid nitrate 
«fltabliHhmoiU La Kuova Ciirohna was 
completely destroyed. Tho sufTevjngs of 

■ the- liooplo of Iquiquo were mtonso Ab- 
Bonce' of water and destiuotion of tho 
principal stores added to tin ir hardships. 
The estimated damage done in Iquiqne 
will amount to nearly four millious Holes. 
Chanivava and Limo town at guauo land- 
ing deposit, known a^ Paiialvom De 
Bpoka with forty houses has only two

terriolc, The town of Tarabada two or 
Ihrooleaguos inland and tho vil ages of 

,Pioa Mutdla and Uonuhoncs are more or 
loss mined. Tho Iuhs of life is reported 
small. Tho oarlhquako wa>) very Hovoro 
at Ohaoovarga. Tlio earth opoaed 15 
metres in depth and tho whole surface of 
tho p-rouud ch^-ngod. At least 200 people 
wer« killed. Bodies were floating In the 
bay and a poHtiionco is feaied. At Huan- 
illas a guauo loiiding sta'iuu, tbo damage 
inllictel was fearful. The wave which 
Bucceodod tho earthquake, and completed 

■ the wofk of destruction, wai no;irly sixty 
feet in hight. A great many venMoU wore 
lost hero together with several of those 
on board. At Moxellonos the tid»l wavo 
was 65 faet in height. Two-thirds of tho 
lowu was coiuplctely obliterated. AtTe- 
fioDilln liU}o or nothiuK remains of tho 
toten. A miuo called La Ponii lilonoa, 
foiir B»il0B toBOUthwuid, .sank in. sinoth- 
oring 200 workmen, of whom 40 were 
Cornish miners. Caljija, tho principal 
town on Ihe I'.ahuitiou coast, has lost 
ihroo fourths of tho housfs, 

Tho iiorthorn ports of P.'iu arc damng- 
«A but littlo though tho Koa was running 
rpmiirkably high. Tho captain of tho 
»tn«mcr l^ldor reports when '^■] railca we«t 
of AnofagdKta, coming at full .ipnad, his 
, ahii) wai"con)pletoly atopped by a fdiock 
of ('arUviuakc. and vlio wMuained almost 
stationary for live ii)inuleH,tho patbcngors 
liolioving Hho bad Htruck ou ftreof. Sound- 
ing» "■vero takon immodiatoly, bnt no bot- 
\0B^ fquml at UU falhomii.

apiritod and praiseworthy act of the Got 
ernmeutinailvftuciugtLe money uecessarj 
to the conBlruction of a quartz mill near a 
well defiueJ lodge of goldbearing quartz 
and iu employing a qualified mining engi- 
neer. AtpreGeut.it muat bo borne in mind, 
tbeqiiartzmiuing oompanietat Gariboo are 
wbrldng under gi;eat disadvantages. Tbey 
arejosing the oldiMbipued Mexican aras- 
ta to or^8bitbe.rpok:,tbe|r appliances for 
mining are not of the latest and most aj) 
proved stylfs; and tLo method for eaviug 
the precious metal iaso f'iulty tliata grout 
deal is lost. The Goverumout mining 
engineer, whoso arrival we announced 
yesterday, will bo cliargod with tUo duty 
of indicating "u well detineJ lodgo." Tbo 
moment the selection is madetho money 
will be ready for the cnmnnnyand a first- 
cleas quartz crushing mill will bo put up. 
If the CarihooQuarfz Company can extrnct 
$45 to the ton of rook with tbe primitive 
method of au masta, iho yield with the 
aid of a modern mill in the hands of a 
praciical man like Mr. Hurper, who 
thoroughly under.>-tand3 bow to pre- 
vent the escape of gold, will be 
at least double. Ninety dollars in gold 
to a ton of rock is "big" pay. Very few 
of the niiues in Culifovuia pruduco one- 
third tliut atuonnt p'jr ton. and most of 
hem pay enormous dividends to the 
shaieho.ders. It is evident that througli 
the action of ibe Governuont a source of 
great wealtb to the ProTince— whioh un- 
der the late Government was allowed to 
languish for want of encouragement— is 
about to bo fostered and dovolcped. 
The resnlts to every branch of in- 
dnstry in ihe country from tho policy of 
the Uovernmeut to%»urds qunrtz-miniug 
are incalculable. Should it bs demon- 
strated that Cariboo bas gold-bearing 
quartz in payahlo quantities, new lite 
will be infused into every channel of 
trade, the country will fill up with popu- 
lation, und British Columbia's gold min- 
ing interests will be restored to their 
pristine glory ami prosperity. 

CANADIAN FISHERIES. 

The report of luts Commissioner of 
F eberies for tho year ending December 
31st, 1876, has been publi>hcd. The pro- 
gre- s of this important branch of indna- 
try is sati-fuctory, the value of produce of 
the fisheries for 1S7G being 811,147,590, 
or 661,917 in excess of that of 1875. Dur- 
ing the Same period Manitoba produced 
$30,500, and British Columbia $104,697 
worth. We may remark, however, that 
tha oaFe of thi? Province the figures 
given ooDstitute merely the amount ex- 
ported, no' statistics being furnished of 
local coniiumption. In 1875 Canada ex- 
ported Sf5,380,527 worth of fish ond fish 
oils; and in 1876, §5,501,221, showing an 
increase of $120,694 for the year. Durin{2 
the same period Canada imported §114,- 
439 worth less of fi<h .md fish oils tunn in 
1875. Tho Commissioner regards thoie 
figures as showing the yearly increasing 
productivent ss of the fihht-ries; their un- 
failing contribution to the support of the 
population in labor and food; thc-ir in- 
fluence OS an incentive to mdustrial en- 
terpribc; their grent vahu- as a stujjjo of 
trade; tho gnidualiy increasing indepen- 
dence of our libbing inteiests of United 
States markets. The total expenditure 
for the year by the fishery branch of Iho 
deportment rn ontsido (service was $108,- 
183.73, the colli-ctionH being S13.616 
The staff of fl.-hcry oflicci 8 in 1870 nnm 
bered 542, to wliicli were added 40 in tljo 
cour.'-e of the vear making tho total btaff 
682. There are now seven Government 
fish breeding oi^tablisbmenls in tho Do- 
minion, hituuted as follows:— In Ontario, 
Newcastle and Sandwich ; in Quebec, Ta- 
dousac, Gj.spf! Basin, und lirstigouclic; 
in Niiv!> .Sco'iii, Bi diord; and in New- 
Brunswick, Minunicbi. Thu additional 
number of grown fish returning to the 
spawningbeda every year is a proof cf tho 
gradnal increase in the supply of fish ob- 
tained by Mr. Wilmot'a labors. In the 
fall of 1876 no less than '200 salmon ontsr- 
ed GrHfton Cr^ek at ono run S.ilmou 
wore also foiind in tho ^t^Ollnl at ]{i)wriuin- 
ville. in Dullin'ri Cn-ok, and in tlio num- 
ber, Koupi^ and C'roilit Rivers, fornn rly 
favorito rworts for those fish, but for 
many yparii entirely depopulated until re- 
stocked by the agency provided by tho 
Gov<^rnmenl. IMween four and five 
hundred grown salmon were caught iu 
Luke Ontario lust ^caHon, the fi-h being 
in flue condition and from 8 lbs. to 18 
lbs. each in weight. Tho pro^-peot is 
held out of the i^aluiou iiBlierios in British 
.Colnmbia attaining increased importance. 
Fresh energy and capital are being ap- 
plied to tlii- importttnt branch ofinduntry, 
for which iho supply offish is practically 
unlimited. 



ial service thould bo performed by a min- 
i6t«* of the Church. Tho ugilation on the 
subject be regarded as purely politicnl, 
tho objoot being to keep alive that mis 
chierouB fiction, the great Liberal party, 
or, OS he preferred to call it, the great 
Liberal huihbug. The Arohbi-hop of 
Canterbury was of opinion that the time 
had como when, in tho interest of tho 
Church itself, tliia mutter ought to bu set- 
tled. As the bill was presented tho clauHo 
providi[ig for silent burials appealed to 
afford tlie means of a cottlomont; ho felt, 
therefore, in considerable dilUciilty and 
embarrassment at haariug that that pro- 
vision was likely to bo withdrawn, and 
tho bill wonld'tnus become no more than 
a measure of sanitary reform. He hud no 
doiibt that, if tho clergy were pulled, a 
majority would oppose auy coucessiou; 
but a largo and influential minority en 
tertaiued tho opinion that it would ba 
dangerous longer to delay tho sottiomont 
of the question. He feared, therefore, if 
the bill went down to the Cumtnona as a 
merely sanitary reform, that nothing 
more would bo hear 1 nf it, and that the 
mutter would be left oi.>on for agitation at 
tbo next general oleetion. Tho BiahotJ 
of Peterborough, while agreeing that tbo 
(question could only be settled by a com- 
promise, was of opiiiiou that neither tho 
propoTOl of Lord Granville nor that of 
tho Primate bad it in tho olomeutu of last- 
ing or satisfactory sottlemout. Tho 0|). 
position of tho Cliurch to tlio demands of 
tho Nonconformists was not due to bigot- 
teil WacroUotalism and spiritual t-xcluaivo 
UQSB, but to tho feeling that udmis.'iion to 
the churchyard would bo a stop towardo 
admission to tbo Church; and noiv it was 
proposed to compromise tbo matter by an 
exuiiporatiug and humiliating conceasion 
of all that tho Church resisted, to bo 
buluucod by u concession that must alarm 
the laity of the Church, Ho trusted, 
however, that the Disseutors who had 
been clamouring for religious equality 
would not, in honesty, acce})t auch a 
compromise. Ho had no sympathy with 
tho bigotry that would pxciuilo Noncon- 
formist uiinistern from chureliynrds, but 
ho would not admit thom by act of Par- 
liamout, with the iufidel and thu blasphe- 
mer behind them. Therefore he would 
g:uard the concession by making tho 
licence of tho ijcumbt-nl uece.-sary for 
their admission. The Archbishop of York 
was not inclined to leave with the incum- 
bent tlio authorization of eiihor the 
fervico or the minister, and felt couvincird 
that, unless eomo concession was made, 
the question would be nettled in two or 
three years by ihe force of public opiuiun. 
Lord Granville intimated that ho abould 
abandon the amendments of wliioh lio li»J 
given notice, and support thecluu^e to b» 
proposed by Lord Harrowhy; wheieupon 
thii Duke of Kiehmond and Gordon an 
nounced that theGuvernuieat would off r 
their moat decidid o. position to tho 
amenduientn both of tho' Pnmate and of 
the noble lord. When tho House had 
gone into Committee, tbo Arc: btshop 
of l„antoibury moved to auu-nd ciau>u 
73 by given power to tlie Noncnu- 
formist minister to use any buria' 
service authorized by the bishop, and not 
being tho service of tho Church- of En- 
gjaud, provided that nothing oxcf-pt 
hymns was introduced into sneh strvice 
which did not form part of Holy S^-rip- 
turo or tho Book of Common Prayer. 
Afrer come discufiBion, in the course of 
which tho ameudmetit was supported by 
the Bishops of Carlisle and Salisbnry.and 
Lords MiddletoD, Granville, and Nelson, 
the Duka of Kiehmond and Gordon said 
he was villing tn accept tho amendment 
so far as it allowed service to be road over 
iinbaptized children. That portion of tho 
aniondmcnt having been agreed to a di- 
vision was taken on the second and larRur 
piirt of the amendment, whicli was ear 
ried by 65 to 60. Lord Harrowby n.jxi 
moved the insertion of a clause empower- 
ing tbo poisons iu cliargn of tho fiuicial 
of a parishioner, on nutieu to tlio iiicum 
bont, to inter the deeoased with hueli 
Christian and ordfrly religiou.s HCivico im 
they might think fit, or without any reli- 
gious service.

The teeth of 
man showed that he was not a carni- 
vorous, but a frugivorous animal, and 
the stomach, ho contended, also show- 
ed that it was not intended to re- 
ceive flesh, but the fruits of tho earth. 
He would not go back, to his former 
mode of life for anything tbat could 
be given to hi n. Vegetarian diet 
agreed with the delicate as well the 
robust. It was wholosomo, was enjoy- 
able, and to it he owed a now lease of 
life. 

The Earl of Orkney has died at 
Gleu App, Ayrshire. Tbe deceassd 
noblemaa married March 15th, 1820, 
Hon. Charlotte Isabella Irbj, second 
daughter of Goorgo, third Lord Bos- 
ton, by whom he leaves surviving issue 
George William Hamiltoui' Viscount 
Kirkwall, his successor, and other 
children. 

An open-air ureeling, convened by 
the Committee of tbe Hatchain Work- 
ingmeii's Protestant League, was held 
on tbo 18th inst., on the ground ad- 
joining St. James' ohuroh, Hatcbam.

From Himic Tragedy to Heal 
Tragedy. 

TLo French correspondent of tho New 
York Times tells an affeoling story of 
gendarme iasolence nnd its fatal effeots in 
tho town of Tounerro. It was at the thea- 
tre; a military sOng was being snng, and 
as is the wont tho chorus wus t&ken up by 
tho audicnoo. Chouppe,a herculean oar- 
pauter of tho town, a gontle, good-natur- 
ed fellow, widely known and bLdovod 
sang with a zest that eclipsed all tho rest'. 
This grated upon tho nerves of two gend- 
armes, who roughly seized Chouppo and 
ordered him to be quiet. A slight yosis- 
tanoi ensued, but tho carpenter allowed 
himself to bo confined in a small cell be- 
neath the theatre, on condition that tbo 
Mayor should bo immediately notified. 
Lying upon tho straw of tho coll was also 
an old drunkard, Kichl, known to every- 
body in Tonnerre. Ho was always drunk, 
always miserable, and from time imme- 
morial the boys had hooted him and 
thrown mud at him in the streets. Hav- 
ing got the disturber thus safely housed, 
the gendarmes returned to the theatre to 
hear tho play out, regardless of thoir 
promise. Half an hour later, loud 
cries woro heard coming from tie 
station, and tho gendarmes said lo each 
.other tbat Chouppo was making a great 
deal of noise; probably he did not like his 
quarters. No attontion was paid to tho 
screoms, and the gondarmes enjoved the 
spectaolo to the end. When tbey'left tho 
theatre an oiTousivo smell mado them sniff 
tho air. Tho audionco began to look 
around for the fire. Presently smoke waa 
scon issning from thepolioa station under 
the theatre, and on rushing there tho 
room was found full of smoke. Tho cries 
were hushed. Tho gendarmes made their 
way to tho cell, and when they gloncod 
through tho opening they saw tho straw a 
mass of smoldering ombors, upon which 
tho bodies of Chouppo and oldKiohl were 
slowly roasting. The iron bars of tbo op- 
ening were bent, showing that Chouppo 
had olnng to them for life whi trying to 
catch a bit of fresh air, but ho was finally 
overcome n'ld fi»ll upon tho flames to dio 
in agony. It is probablo thai Chouppe 
accidentally set tho straw on fire with a 
cigarotto. The shocking thing is that 
these men should have been left thero 
oione, with no person within hearing, and 
public opinion at Tounerro is otrongly iu 
favor of making an example of these 
agents. Tho authorities ofTored to pay 
the coat of Chouppe's funeral, but the 
working men refused the gift.
